ings banks in all parts of the world 
are presented in the riew fiscal Blue 
Bookl of the British board of trade, 
especially 
tho'se " indicating 
the 


growth of accounts in proportion to 
the population in various countries..- 
Figures are given for three years at 
decennial periods, to wit, 1SS1, 1S91, 
and .1901. From these it is to be seen 
that savings bank deposits -are in- 
creasing" in all' countries, though at 
markedly 
and suggestively 
varying 


rates. 


In the United States the amount 


of deposit for each head of the popu- 
lation was $]S.10 in 1SS1, $20.47 in 
1S91 and $34.83 in 1901. These fig- 
ures arc creditably large and show 
a gratifying rate of increase. • Those 
of the United Kingdom are smaller, 
but show a slightly more rapid in- 
c,rcase. being for the three years, 
respectively, 51.1.50, 15.14 and $23.14. 
In France 'they were $7.47, $1S.5G and 
$22.72, which- are smaller than might 
have been expected in so thrifty a 
country; but. then, the French have 
other ways of saving money. -In the 
major part of Germany—Prussia, Ba-

Recently I was asked by one who had 


been a sufferer for many years, to give 
a lecture on Uie subject of canker sores, 
stating in her request that, she did not 
understand why she was troubled with 
them. 
She said her digestion was fine, 


and that she was'in perfect'health, with 
the exception of canker sores, and oT 
t&rrlble vomiting spells which last some- 
times for two or'three days: It seems 
inconceivable to me that anyone can' 
consider his digestion.as being perfect 
when they are troubled with 
canker 


sores in the mouth. 


As a rule, canker of the mouth Is 


lonfiued to chjldren, and in acute cases 
is .indicative 'of danger; but any per- 
son of scrofulous t tendency, or •anyone 
whose nutrition i's impoverished, and 
with consequent enfeeblement of the 
constitution, may be liable to these dis- 


• treasing sores. 
In .their nature, canker 


sores in the mouth are not unlike ulcers, 
yet the symptoms may be radically dif- 
ferent. 
Especially is this the case with 


children, for they do not always-'know 
liow to describe their sufferings. These 
cankers sometimes,' yes; quite often, be- 
come manifest in the throat, and are 
then termed "canker sore throat." 


The signs to look for where there are 


sores in the mouth are about as follows-: 
The gums become red', and they, as well 


• as the cheeks, -art swollen to a greater 


or less extent; and inside the mouth 
the gray ulcers make thoir appearance. 


In severe or fatal cases they extend, 


under, the old style o£. medical treat- 
ment, anil become ashy and then brown 
in color; the breath becomes very offen- 
sive; the appetite fails, and. with' its 
failure strength is rapidly exhausted.. 
Sometimes the whole cheek .and roof oi' 
the mouth, -or even the tongue, are in- 
volved. 
When it is in the cheeks, the 


outside becomes hard and^swollen, while 
the inside presents a 
foul, 
profusely 


discharging ulcer. 
At first,-the ulcer 


• is very-painful and t«ider, but later 
. becomes soft and sloughs' away. One of 


the serious difficulties to be encountered

• lies in the tact that after the canker be- 


gins to slough and discharge profusely, 
there is little or no pain, and the child 
will make no complaint-until the case 
te almost a hopeless one • before iKis 
dissevered. • Holes may sometimes be 
eaten ..through the flesh,, and it'would 
then at once be Called cancer, 'ar.ci in- 
curable.

The reason there, is little or no suf- 


fering Is that fcUe poisonous discharge 
so blunts., the. sensibilities, causing 
stupor, that the sensocy 'nerves' are un- 
able to apprise the brain of the danger. 
Prompt and' energetic,m&asures. 'must 
then be adopted, or'c&ath will speedily 
follow. 
^

When treating such cases personally 


I use a certain compound.of vegetable 
extract,' directly to the parts, and'then1 
proceed with the bodily'nourishment,- 
but as the compound is very expensive, 
and not very easily obtainable/1 recom- 
mend the next best thing, which I have 
also personally used in -many cases. 


First, t-Lere should be made what Is 


commonly called a s>vab, a soft cloth 
or antiseotic cotton wc-und- around the 
end of a small stick. The stick should 
foe about the size of a common lead pen- 
cil, or even smaller. 
To the end of this 


securely fasten a bit of clean, soft cot- 
ton rag, winding it around carefully so 
as to not leave any of tne ends of the 
slick exposed that might hurt the sore 
spots. 
Now prepare a wash of warm, 


soft water, to which has been addeu 
enough acetic acid to make it slightly 
sour to the taste. Carefully wash out 
the mouth with this preparation, using 
care to see that each portion' of the sore 
places has been 
thoroughly treated. 


After all this has been carefully attended 
to, there will be a decided feeling of 
comfort to the sufferer, but the method 
of treatment does not end here. " 


The root of 
the disease 
may be 


reached and the cause removed. In or- 
der to do this effectually, the entire sys- 
tem must be revitalized. 
How best to 


accomplish this,4s no longer a serious 
question to a majority of the readers of 
this department. 
But of course new 


members are Joining the club daily, even 
hourly, and all of these are yet to be in- 
structed, and, at the same time, many of 
those who have read all of the preceding 
lectures, often .write to me for more 
explicit instructions. 


I will, therefore, describe the method 


of treatment recently used under my 
direction in a severe case with most ex- 
cellent results.

The vital, forces cannot be expected 


to repair injured tissues without the 
material with -which to do the work is 
properly prepared. 
Properly eaten, a 


generous diet will be assimilated; there- 


raisins'have the effect of enriab'ing'the 
blood; but if a person can more-con- 
veniently secure sweet, fres'b grape juice 
it,is justasgood. The instructions were 
followed with most satsfactbry results 
and 1 feel satsfied that a similar treat- 
ment in any case of. the kind will prove 
equally satisfactory.
